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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE  I. 

NAME. 

This  Association  shall  be  called  "The  Chi- 
cago Dental  Society. 

ARTICLE  II. 

OFFICERS. 

The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  Presi- 
dent, First  and  Second  Vice  Presidents,  a  Re- 
cording and  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a 
Treasurer,  a  Librarian,  a  Board  of  Censors  (to 
consist  of  three  persons)  and  a  Board  of  Di- 
rectors (to  consist  of  three  persons,  chosen  to 
serve  for  one,  two  and  three  years  respectively, 
and  thereafter  one  member  elected  annually 
to  serve  three  j^ears,  the  senior  member  being 
the  chairman),  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by 
ballot  at  the  annual  meeting  in  April  (except- 
ing the  Board  of  Directors),  and  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  one  year,  or  until  their  succes- 
sors are  elected  and  qualified.  The  President 
and  Recording  Secretary  shall  be  ex-officio 
members  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
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ARTICI.E  III. 

MEMBERS. 

There  shall  be  three  classes  of  members, 
Active,  Corresponding  and  Honorary.  Active 
members  shall  consist  of  those  who  sign  the 
Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the  Society,  and 
who  shall  have  paid  into  the  treasury  an 
initiation  fee  of  three  dollars.  Corresponding 
members  shall  consist  of  such  persons  as  have 
been  Active  members  but  have  moved  from 
the  city  and  are  exempt  from  payment  of 
dues.  Honorary  members  shall  consist  of 
such  persons  as  shall  be  duly  proposed,  bal- 
loted for  and  elected,  as  in  the  case  of  Active 
members.  The  yearly  dues  of  active  members 
shall  be  three  dollars,  and  in  no  case  shall  the 
initiation  fee  and  dues  exceed  that  amount  for 
one  year,  and  no  member  shall  be  allowed  to 
take  part  in  the  proceedings  of  the  Society 
while  his  j^early  dues  remain  unpaid. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

EIvECTION  OF  MEMBERS. 
Candidates  for  admission  shall  be  proposed 
by  two  members  at  any  regular  meeting,  and 
the  Initiation  Fee  shall  be  deposited  with  the 
Secretary.  They  may  be  balloted  for  at  a 
subsequent  regular  meeting,  provided  they  are 
recommended  by  the  Board  of  Censors. 
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An  affirmative  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the 
members  present  shall  be  necessary  to  an 
election. 

If  any  person  elected  to  membership  shall 
neglect  for  three  months  to  sign  the  Consti- 
tution and  By-Laws,  his  election  shall  be 
void,  and  the  Initiation  Fee  forfeited. 

If  candidates  are  rejected,  the  Initiation 
Fee  shall  be  returned  to  them. 

ARTICLE  V. 

EXPULSION. 
Any  member  may  be  expelled  for  unprofes- 
sional conduct,  malpractice  or  gross  im- 
morality, on  being  duly  convicted  thereof; 
three-fourths  of  the  members  present  at  a 
regular  meeting  voting  for  the  expulsion. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

MEETINGS. 

The  regular  meetings  of  this  Society  shall 
be  held  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month  (ex- 
cept July,  August  and  September),  at  the  hour 
of  8:00  P.M.  That  held  on  the  first  Tueisday 
of  April  shall  be  the  annual  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

FUNDS. 

The  funds  of  this  Society  shall  not  be  ap- 
propriated   for  any  purpose   other   than   the 
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usual  necessary  expenses,  except  by  an  aflSr- 
mative  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members 
present  at  a  regular  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

DISSOLUTION. 

In  case  a  dissolution  of  this  Society  shall  at 
any  time  be  proposed  by  seven  active  members 
notice  thereof  shall  be  sent  in  writing  to  all 
the  active  members  in  good  standing  ;  and  if 
at  the  next  regular  meeting  three-fourths  of 
the  members  present  vote  for  the  proposition, 
the  Society  shall  be  dissolved,  and  its  prop- 
erty sold  at  auction,  and  the  proceeds  divided 
equally  among  its  members. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

QUORUM. 

Ten  active  members  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
rum at  any  meeting  of  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  X. 

ALTERATIONS  AND  AMENDMENTS. 
Any  alteration  or  amendment  of,  or  addition 
to,  the  Constitution,  shall  be  proposed  in 
writing  at  a  regular  meeting  only,  and  shall 
not  be  acted  upon  until  the  next  regular 
meeting  thereafter,  and  shall  be  adopted  only 
by  an  aflSrmative  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the 
members  present. 


BY-LAWS. 

ARTICLE  I. 

DUTIES  OF  THE    BOARD    OF    DIRECTORS   AND 
OF   THE    BOARD   OF   CENSORS. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  the  gen- 
eral control  and  management  of  the  property 
of  the  Societ}',  subject  to  the  By-Laws,  and 
such  orders  and  resolutions  as  shall  from  time 
to  time  be  adopted  by  the  Society.  They 
shall  act  as  an  executive  committee,  and  shall 
audit  the  accounts  of  the  Recording  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  provide  proper  places  for 
meetings,  superintend  the  printing  of  the  So- 
ciety and  transact  such  other  business  as  may 
be  referred  to  them. 

The  Board  of  Censors  shall  receive  all  ap- 
plications for  membership  and  thoroughly 
investigate  them  before  recommending  appli- 
cants to  the  Society  ;  and  they  shall  recom- 
mend no  person  for  election  who  has  not  read 
the  Constitution,  By-Laws  and  Code  of  Eth- 
ics. They  shall  also  have  referred  to  them  all 
charges  of  infractions  of  the  Code  of  Ethics, 
and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  investigate  such 
charges,  and  in  case  they  find  them  to  be  sus- 
tained by  the  evidence,  to  so  report  to  the 
Society. 
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ARTICLE  II. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  PRESIDENT, 
The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Society,  and  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
call  special  meetings  upon  the  request  of  ten 
active  members,  sign  all  diplomas,  certificates, 
or  letters  testimonial,  appoint  all  committees 
not  otherwise  provided  for,  countersign  all 
orders  of  the  Recording  Secretary  drawn  upon 
the  Treasurer  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors, and  be  ex  officio  a  member  of  all 
standing  committees. 

ARTICLE  III. 

DUTIES   OF  THE  VICE   PRESIDENTS. 

The  Vice  Presidents  shall  in  the  absence  of 
the  President,  perform  the  duties  of  the  Presi- 
dent, as  president,  as  prescribed  in  Art.  II  of 
the  By-Laws ;  and  in  case  of  the  absence  of 
those  officers,  a  President  pro  tern,  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Society. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

DUTIES   OF   THE   RECORDING  SECRETARY. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  minutes 
of  all  meetings,  notify  all  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  their  election,  and  file  in  the  office  of 
the  Recorder  of  Deeds  for  the  County  of  Cook, 
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a  certificate  under  the  seal  of  the  Society, 
giving  the  names  and  terms  of  oflSce  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  in 
like  manner  whenever  Directors  are  elected  to 
fill  vacancies,  and  also  give  notice  to  members 
of  all  meetings,  sign  all  diplomas,  certificates 
or  letters  testimonial,  and  draw  all  orders  on 
the  Treasurer  for  money  ;  keep  just  and  true 
accounts  between  the  Society  and  its  mem- 
bers ;  collect  all  moneys  due  to  the  Society, 
and  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  all  sums  in  his 
hands  immediately,  taking  his  receipt  for  the 
same;  and  certify  to  all  oflScial  acts  of  the 
Society,  in  connection  with  the  President,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  the  Society  shall 
direct. 

ARTICLE  V. 

DUTIES   OP  THE  CORRESPONDING  SECRETARY. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  take 
charge  of  and  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
the  Society.  He  shall  keep  a  copy  of  all 
official  letters  he  may  write,  with  the  replies 
to  the  same*. 

ARTICIvK  VI. 

DUTIES   OF   THE   TREASURER. 

The  Treasurer,  previous  to  his  installation 
in  oflSce,  shall  give  a  joint  and  several  bond  to 
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the  Board  of  Directors  (naming  them)  of  the 
Society,  with  two  sureties,  to  be  approved  by 
the  Board,  with  such  penalties  and  conditions 
as  from  time  to  time  may  be  prescribed  by 
them.  His  duties  shall  be  to  keep  the  funds 
of  the  Society,  to  pay  all  orders  drawn  on 
him,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Art. 
VII  of  the  By-Laws  and  none  others  ;  to  keep 
a  current  account  of  all  moneys  expended,  to 
give  the  Society  a  statement  of  its  funds  at 
the  regular  meetings  in  January,  July  and 
October,  and  at  the  annual  meeting  in  April 
render  a  full  report  of  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements of  the  year,  with  vouchers  ;  and 
to  deliver  up,  when  legally  called  upon  to  do 
so,  all  moneys,  books,  papers,  etc.,  belonging 
to  the  Society,  to  his  successor  in  ofl&ce,  or  to 
whom  the  Society  may  especially  appoint. 


ARTICLE  VII. 

No  money  shall  be  paid  out  by  the  Treas- 
urer, except  upon  the  order  of  the  Board  of 
Directors,  and  then  only  upon  an  order  drawn 
by  the  Recording  Secretary,  countersigned  by 
the  President,  which  order  must  specify  the 
particular  purpose  for  which  the  same  is 
drawn. 
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ARTICLE  VIII. 

DUTIES  OF  THE  LIBRA.RIAN. 
The  Ivibrarian  shall  have  charge  of  all 
books,  manuscripts,  anatomical  and  path- 
ological specimens,  apparatus,  instruments,  or 
scientific  property  of  whatever  kind.  He  shall 
fix  to  each  donation  the  name  of  the  donor  ; 
keep  a  catalogue  of  books,  specimens,  etc. ,  in 
his  possession,  and  render  a  full  report  of  the 
condition  thereof  at  least  once  a  year.  He 
shall  require  of  each  member  who  shall  take  a 
book  from  the  library,  a  receipt  for  the  same, 
and  in  case  such  book  is  not  returned  within 
three  months,  such  member  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  twice  the  value  thereof.  He  shall  make 
and  post  conspicuously,  such  other  rules  for 
the  management  of  the  library  as  he  may  find 
necessary  and  the  Society  shall  approve. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

QUAI^IPICATIONS    AND    DUTIES    OF   MEMBERS. 

Candidates  for  active  membership  in  this 
Society  shall  be  of  good  moral  character  and 
legally  qualified  practitioners  of  dentistry  in 
the  State  of  Illinois. 

No  member  of  this  Society  shall  receive  a 
pupil  who  does  not  receive  ample  guarantee 
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that  he  will  graduate  at  a  respectable  Dental 
College  before  commencing  to  practice  dent- 
istry. 

ARTICLE  X. 

REJECTED   CANDIDATES. 

No  candidate  rejected  shall  be  proposed 
again  for  membership  within  one  year,  unless 
by  unanimous  consent  of  members  present. 

ARTICI.E  XI. 

DEBATES. 

No  member  in  debate  shall  speak  more  than 
ten  minutes,  and  not  more  than  twice  upon 
the  same  subject,  except  by  consent  of  the 
majority. 

ARTICI.B  Xli. 

PERSONALITIES. 

Personalities  between  members  during  the 
sessions  of  the  Society  shall  not  be  allowed, 
and  shall  always  be  ruled  out  of  order. 

ARTICI.E  XIII. 

VOTING. 

Every  member  present  shall  vote  on  all 
questions,  if  called  upon  to  do  so. 
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ARTICLE  XIV. 

PAYMENT   OP   DUES. 

Any  member  failing  to  pay  his  annual  dues 
within  one  year  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of 
this  Society,  and  shall  have  no  right,  title  or 
claim  to  any  portion  of  the  funds  or  property 
of  this  Society. 

ARTICLE  XV. 

VISITORS   AT   MEETINGS. 

Any  member  may  invite  his  friends  to  at- 
tend the  meetings  of  the  Society.  Students  of 
all  active  members  shall  be  permitted  to  be 
present  at  the  meetings. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

ADDRESSES   AND   PROFESSIONAL  PAPERS. 

A  copy  of  every  address  and  professional 
paper  read  before  this  Society  shall  be  kept  by 
the  Librarian.  No  such  paper  shall  be  pub- 
lished as  having  been  so  read,  unless  author- 
ized by  a  vote  of  its  members  ;  but  the  Society 
shall  adopt  a  standing  rule  in  respect  to  the 
publication  of  its  papers  or  discussions. 
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ARTICI.E  XVII. 

CHANGE   OF  RESIDENCE. 
Every  active  member  shall  notify  the  Re- 
cording Secretary  of  a  change  of  residence  as 
soon  as  practicable. 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

AMENDMENTS   AND   ALTERATIONS. 

Any  alteiation  or  amendment,  or  addition 
to  the  By-Laws,  shall  be  proposed  in  writing, 
at  a  regular  meeting  only,  and  shall  not  be 
acted  upon  until  the  next  regular  meeting 
thereafter,  and  shall  be  adopted  ouly  by  an 
affirmative  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  mem- 
bers present. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

OFFICERS   ABSENTING  THEMSELVES. 

If  any  officer  of  this  Society  shall  absent 
himself  from  three  successive  regular  meet- 
ings, the  said  office  may  be  declared  vacant, 
and  the  Society  may  proceed  to  fill  said 
vacancy. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

EXPULSION. 

Any  member  arraigned  for  trial  before  this 
Society  shall  have  served  upon  him  by  the 
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Recording  Secretary  a  copy  of  the  specific 
charges  against  him  at  least  one  month  pre- 
vious to  the  time  appointed  for  his  trial.

"Roberts'  Rules  of  Order"  shall  be  the 
code  of  the  Society  in  case  of  any  deficiency  in 
these  By-I^aws,

CODE  OF  ETHICS. 


Article  I.     The  Duties  of  the  Pro- 
fession TO  Their  Patients. 

Section  1.  The  dentist  should  be  ever 
ready  to  respond  to  the  wants  of  his  patrons, 
and  should  fully  recognize  the  obligations  in- 
volved in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  toward 
them.  As  they  are  in  most  cases  unable  to 
correctly  estimate  the  character  of  his  opera- 
tions, his  own  sense  of  right  must  guarantee 
faithfulness  in  their  performance.  His  man- 
ner should  be  firm,  yet  kind  and  sympathizing, 
so  as  to  gain  the  respect  and  confidence  of  his 
patients  ;  and  even  the  simplest  case  com- 
mitted to  his  care  should  receive  that  attention 
which  is  due  to  operations  performed  on  liv- 
ing, sensitive  tissue. 

Sec.  2.  It  is  not  to  be  expected  that  the 
patient  will  possess  a  very  extended  or  a  very 
accurate  knowledge  of  professional  matters. 
The  dentist  should  make  due  allowance  for 
this,  patiently  explaining  many  things  which 
may  seem  quite  clear  to  himself,  thus  en- 
deavoring to  educate  the  public  mind  so  that 
it    will    properl)^    appreciate    the    beneficent 
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efiforts  of  our  profession.  He  should  encour- 
age no  false  hopes  by  promising  success  when, 
in  the  nature  of  the  case,  there  is  uncertainty. 
Sec.  3.  The  dentist  should  be  temperate  in 
all  things,  keeping  both  mind  and  body  in  the 
best  possible  health,  that  his  patients  may 
have  the  benefit  of  that  clearness  of  judgment 
and  skill  which  is  their  right. 


Article  II.     Maintaining  Professional 
Character. 

Section  1.  A  member  of  the  dental  pro- 
fession is  bound  to  maintain  its  honor,  and  to 
labor  earnestly  to  extend  its  sphere  of  useful- 
ness. He  should  avoid  everything  in  language 
and  conduct  calculated  to  dishonor  his  pro- 
fession, and  should  ever  manifest  a  due  re- 
spect for  his  brethren.  The  young  should 
show  special  respect  to  their  seniors,  the  aged, 
special  encouragement  to  their  juniors. 

Sec.  2.  It  is  unprofessional  to  resort  to- 
public  advertisements,  cards,  handbills,  post- 
ers, or  signs,  calling  attention  to  peculiar 
styles  of  work,  lowness  of  prices,  special 
modes  of  operating  ;  or  to  claim  superiority 
over   neighboring   practitioners  ;    to   publish 
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reports  of  cases  or  certificates  in  the  public 
prints  ;  to  circulate  or  recommend  nostrums  ; 
or  to  perform  any  other  similar  acts.  But 
nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  so  construed 
as  to  imply  that  it  is  unprofessional  for  dent- 
ists to  announce  in  the  public  prints,  or  by 
cards,  simply  their  names,  occupation,  and 
place  of  business,  or,  in  the  same  manner,  to 
announce  their  removal,  absence  from,  or 
return  to  business,  or  to  issue  to  their  patients 
appointment  cards  having  a  fee  bill  for  pro- 
fessional services  thereon. 

Sec.  3.  When  consulted  by  the  patients  of 
another  practitioner,  the  dentist  should  guard 
against  inquiries  or  hints  disparaging  to  the 
family  dentist,  or  calculated  to  weaken  the 
patient's  confidence  in  him  ;  and  if  the  inter- 
ests of  the  patient  will  not  be  endangered 
thereby,  the  case  should  be  temporarily 
treated,  and  referred  back  to  the  family  dentist. 

Sec.  4.  When  general  rules  shall  have 
been  adopted  by  members  of  the  profession 
practicing  in  the  same  localities  in  relation  to 
fees,  it  is  unprofessional  and  dishonorable  to 
depart  from  those  rules,  except  when  variation 
of  circumstances  requires  it.  And  it  is  ever 
to  be  regarded  as  unprofessional  to  warrant 
operations  as  an  inducement  to  patronage. 
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Article  III.     Consultations. 

Consultations  should  be  promoted  in  diffi- 
cult or  protracted  cases,  as  they  give  rise  to 
confidence,  energy,  and  broader  views  in 
practice. 

In  consultations  that  courtesy  and  just 
dealing  which  is  the  right  of  all  should  be 
especially  observed. 

Article  IV.    The  Relative   Duties  of 
Dentists  and  Physicians. 

Dental  surgery  is  a  specialty  in  medical 
science.  Physicians  and  dentists  should  both 
bear  this  in  mind.  The  dentist  is  profession- 
ally limited  to  diseases  of  the  dental  organs 
and  adjacent  parts.  With  these  he  should  be 
more  familiar  than  the  general  practitioner  is 
expected  to  be  ;  and  while  he  recognizes  the 
broader  knowledge  of  the  physician  in  regard 
to  diseases  of  the  general  system,  the  latter  is 
under  equal  obligations  to  respect  his  higher 
attainments  in  his  specialty. 

Article  V.    The  Mutual  Duties  of  the 
Profession  and  the  Public. 

Dentists  are  frequently  witnesses,  and,  at 
the  same  time,  the  best  judges  of  the  imposi- 
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tions  perpetrated  by  quacks,  and  it  is  their 
duty  to  enlighten  and  warn  the  public  in 
regard  to  them.  For  this  and  many  other 
benefits  conferred  by  the  competent  and  hon- 
orable dentist,  the  profession  is  entitled  to  the 
confidence  and  respect  of  the  public,  who 
should  always  discriminate  in  favor  of  the  true 
man  of  science  and  integrity  against  the  em- 
piric and  impostor.  The  public  has  no  right 
to  tax  the  time  and  talents  of  the  profession  in 
examinations,  prescriptions,  or  in  any  way 
without  proper  remuneration.
